He calls himself Thom Sellectomy. He's a 
sword swallower. Get it? 

Of course you do. That's the basic level of 
humour displayed by Thom (Geoff Cobb on 
his birth certificate) the comedic, charm- 
ing, sometimes kinda gross and certainly 
dangerous street performer now displaying 
his art at the Street Performers Festival on 
Churchill Square 

It's the first performance of the day, and 
Thom/Geoff has a decent sized crowd on 
a muggy afternoon at the square. During 
the course of his act, he will slide substan- 
tial swords down his throat, insert a drill 
into his nose, and, like snake swallowing a 
mouse, slowly devour an entire balloon un- 
til it disappears ... and doesn’t reappear. At 
least, not yet. 

(Needless to say, but I will anyway — don't 
try this at home. It’s very dangerous stuff, 
particularly the balloon trick.) 

All the while, Thom keeps up a running 
banter with the crowd, a collection of puns, 
gags (not literally — he's very good at knife 
swallowing) and stories about some of his 
more notable incidents on the road. His 
shtick is to convince the crowd that they are 
seeing the worst show he has ever put on, 
and it's their fault. 

In fact, of course, it’s nothing of the sort. 
It's a well practiced routine, honed by years 
on the road as a street performer. 

Cobb, 43, a native of Detroit who now 
lives outside of Baltimore, is a former circus 





clown (a graduate of the Ringling Brothers 
clown college, “the only higher education I 
have”) who was exposed to the art of sword 
swallowing from the circus sideshow. He 
taught himself how to do it, beginning with 
coat hangers bend over safely at the end. The 
trick to sword swallowing is in suppressing 
the gag reflex, and to getting used to putting 
foreign objects where they do not belong. 

“It's a little like putting in contacts,” says 
Cobb. “I don’t know how the first person fig- 
ured it out.” 

There is real risk to sword swallowing — a 
perforated esophagus, he says, could cause 
you to bleed out internally — which is why 
he doesn’t push the envelope any further 
than he has to. Besides, his act is primarily 
comedy, with a little daring-do thrown in to 
pull in the crowds. 

“Tf it was just a kind of clever guy, nobody 
would show up.” 

This kind of clever guy has found a way 
to make a comfortable living as a street per- 
former for 21 years. He started out perform- 
ing at the curious American tradition called 
a renaissance fair, a multi-week long Old 
English-themed event. He made his street 
performing festival debut here in 1996, and 
has been here four times since. 

While he tells his audience that he only 
works 2-3 days a week, 10 months of the 


year, Cobb is in fact a busy man. Street per 
forming has allowed him to travel, and not 
just the North American street performers 
circuit. This year alone, he has been to Ho 
bart and Melbourne in Australia, then Ari 
zona for eight weeks at a renaissance fair 
then North Carolina, then off to Belfast and 
Cork in Ireland, and now Edmonton. And 
it’s not a lonely life on the road, as his wif: 
travels with him. 

“I'm really lucky in the sense that I have 
never worked a day in my life,” he says. “| 
really enjoy what I do, so I never feel like 
it's work.” a. 

While Thom/Geoff’s banter with th 
crowd gives the impression that they're stif! 
and unresponsive, it’s all an act, he says 

Edmonton crowds are “wonderful” h¢ 
says, assuring me that he's not just blowing 
smoke for the local publication. 

“All I have to do is put down my rope (the 
crowd barrier) and people are instantly there 





They're really appreciative, generous, and 
they're smart. They get it. You don’t have to 
hit them over the head with humour.” 

It's not that way everywhere, Cobb says 
Canadians are, not surprisingly, more sub 
dued than in the U.S., but Irish crowds are 
tougher still 

“You have to learn to go for the smile in- 
stead of the laugh because they’re much 
more subdued there.” 

Australians have an entirely different 
mindset. 

“They want to see how bad you are. They 
have very different expectations.” 

But that's not a problem here. When Thom 
ends his act, dozens of people swam around 
him to put loonies, toonies, fives and more 
into his hat. How much did he make on his 
first show? He doesn’t know, and doesn't 
seem much to care. He's making a “fine liv- 
ing” as a performer, even if he sometimes 
has to do shows on a cruise ship, which is 
not his favourite. 

Even with an experienced hand like Cobb, 
sometimes things go awry, like the time he 
was doing his act on a Sunday morning. 

“Sword swallowing is all about focus, and | 
realized that I wasn't focused. I realized that 
when I got the sword about half-way in. | 
pulled the sword out, but it was too late, and 
I just (insert your own puking noise here) all 
over myself and all over the stage.” 

In fine street performer fashion, an audi- 
ence member provided the punch line. 

“A woman in the front row asked it was 
part of the act.” 

Another incident occurred right in her 
smart, we-get-it Edmonton. Cobb was in 
mid sword-swallow when a “street, meth- 
head kind of girl” walked up to him and put 
a ferret on his shoulder. 

“T lost it,” he recalls. “I just lectured her, 
and when I was done the crowd applauded.” 

Incidents like that, as upsetting as it was, 
are part and parcel of the whole street per- 
forming experience. 

“You never know what's going to happen, 
and that’s the joy of street performing, It’s so 
real in that sense; anything can happen.”

I've been a fan of Vietnamese food 
since a university roommate of mine 
introduced me to Pagolac on 97th 
Street a lifetime ago, but a trip to 
Vietnam last year cemented my ad- 
diction. Since then I’ve eaten Viet- 
namese food about once a week, usu- 
ally in the form of pho, Vietnam's

national dish. Early morning was 
the only sane time of day to eat a 
big bowl of beef noodle soup in the 
sweltering torpor of Hanoi, thus I 
acquired a taste for pho at breakfast 
And €dmonton’s unusually vast se- 
lection of Vietnamese eateries, often 
tucked away in unexpected parts of 
town, abets my ongoing obsession 
To regular readers, both of you, this 
is probably not news. 

If any more new Vietnamese res- 
taurants open in these parts, I’m go- 
ing to have start reviewing them in 
batches. Seriously. Driving through 
Bonnie Doon one Friday night, I ac- 
tually had to decide whether to go 
revisit the delightful and affordable 
Pho & Bun in Holyrood or sample 
one of two untested Viet places fur- 
ther east. 

A whim led the co-diner and me 
into the newly renovated premises of 
Mmm... Pho! right across the street 
from Bonnie Doon Mall. Clean as a 


whistle and brightly lit by fluores- 
cents, the space is haunted by its 
legacy wood paneling and drop ceil- 
ing, but a few years of steady use 
should warm it up some. The space 
is much larger than it appears from 
outside, ready to accommodate a 
busy dinner rush, but we almost had

the place to ourselves. The staff are 
young, attentive and polite, and one 
wears slightly startling blue contact 
lenses, so be forewarned. The sound- 
track warbles between smoove R&B 
lovejams and keening, melodramatic 
Vietnamese pop, the latter of which 
arouses warm nostalgia and deep ir-

ritation in equal measure for me 
Co-diner decided to try out the beef 
saté soup ($9), but for some reason 
I wasn't in the mood for pho. I opted 
instead for the beef short ribs on 
rice ($12.50), with kim chi and veg- 
etables. We thought we'd forego the 
usual spring rolls in favour of some- 
thing called a Phoenix roll ($6) 
Here’s the weird thing about the 
meal: none of what we ordered tast- 
ed distinctly Vietnamese. The sate 
soup was rich and spicy and just a 
touch sweet in 2 manner reminis- 
cent of Thai soup; the Phoenix roll 
was a sort of lightly battered, deep- 
fried maki with smoked salmon and 
avocado, served with a sesame-based 
dipping sauce that evoked Japan; and 
my generous portion of succulent, 
lemongrass-imbued  shortribs — 
three meaty segments—topped with 
chopped green onions and a sprin- 
kling of fried garlic and shallots, with 
kim chi and a sesame dipping sauce 


even looks pretty Korean on paper. 

Whatever the case, it tasted great. 
The ribs were zesty and expertly 
grilled and tried not to leave a shred 
of beef behind, though I could have 
used a moist towelette by the conclu- 
sion of my exertions. The kim chi 
was potent, but the creamy sesame 
dip and a side of craftily cut carrots 
and white radish tamed the burn 
Co-diner mildly regretted not stick- 
ing with plain old pho, but the sate 
was well equipped with spices, chewy 
noodles and thin slices of beef. 

Maybe their pho is the equal of the 
stuff I gobbled in Nha Trang, Dalat 
and Can Tho —I'll have to try the 
Vietnamese food the next time I go 
there. All indications are that it will 
be tasty and fairly priced. If you live 
in the neighbourhood, there's no rea- 
son you wouldn't want to make this 
place your weekly standby for clean, 
tasty food of a generally southeast 
Asian extraction.

Alberta Liberal leader David Swann must 
feel like someone trying to host a party, and 
no one has responded to his RSVP. All that 
vegetarian chip dip going to waste. 

Last week, the Liberal party advertised 
in Alberta newspapers, making the pitch to 
start the process to unite the ‘progressive’ 
parties in time for the next election.

BAD NEWS, MEN. WE ARE NOW 
SECOND-CLASS CITIZENS IN 
THE WORLD WE USED TO OWN 





On Monday, | took my dog in to be 
neutered. Coincidentally, on Monday 
I read an article from The Atlantic 
magazine called The End of Men. 

I couldn't help but draw parallels. 
Just as my dog has had his manhood 
removed, so too has the North Amer- 
ican male. Sure, my dog looks the 
same — a little less lumpy, perhaps, 
but the same. So too does the North 
American male look the same. Ex- 
cept, just like my dog, he’s changed. 

The End of Men is the kind of ar- 
ticle that would have touched off a 
revolution if it was called The End of 
Women and was about the diminish- 
ing role of women in society. But it 
was only about men, and since men 
seem to spend more time watching 
mixed martial arts than reading mag- 
azine articles, it will go unnoticed. 

But it shouldn't. My fellow guys, 


you should read this article, particu- 
larly if you're a guy in your twenties 
just setting out to make your mark 
in the world. (It’s available online 
at www.theatlantic.com/maga- 
zine/archive/2010/07/the-end-of- 
men/8135/, or you could do The 
Atlantic a favour and plunk down 
$6.99 for the magazine.) 

Written by Hanna Rosin (see, guys, 
we even have to get women to defend 
us these days), it details in distress- 
ing detail how men, once the domi- 
nant sex in the history of the world, 
are rapidly being reduced to second- 
class status. 

“Man has been the dominant sex 
since, well, the dawn of mankind,” 
Rosin writes, “But for the first time 
in human history, that is changing — 
and with shocking speed.” 

Consider some of her startling 
facts. 

This year, for the first time in U.S. 
history, women now hold a major- 
ity of the nation’s jobs. (Not true 
in Canada, according to StatsCan, 
where there are still marginally 
more men working than women.) 
Women dominate U.S. colleges. For 
every two men who receive a B.A. 
this year, three women will do the 
same. And of the 15 job categories 
expected to grow the most in the U.S. 
in, the next 10 years, all but two are

female dominated. (The male domi- 
nated fields: Computer engineer and 
janitor.) And this is not just a North 
American phenomenon. The article 
says that in China, 40 per cent of 
private businesses are owned by 
women. In Iceland, their new, female 
prime minister campaigned against 
men, blaming them for ruining the 
nation’s banking system. And get 
this; she vowed to end “the age of 
testosterone”. 

So it seems not only are we falling 
behind in pretty much everything, it 
is now OK to make flagrantly anti- 
male statements. Can you imagine 2 
politician who advocated less female 
influence in politics. He’d be strung 
up, appropriately, by his gonads. 
Even women who display concern 
for the future of men get their hair- 
less knuckles rapped. U of \A Presi- 
dent Indira Samarasekera caused a 
minor fuss when she said that she 
was “going to be an advocate for 
young white men, because I can be. 
No one is going to question me when 
I say we have a problem.” 

StatsCan numbers show the pro 
portion of male vs. female university 
grads is changed entirely — 58 per 
cent of grads are now women.

How have we gotten to this point, 
guys?

Well, it seems 
like we're rolling over like the prover- 
bial puppy, waiting for our master to 
rub our belly and make it all better. 
We're not going to school; who has 


time when Call of Duty beckons? 
We revel in infantile behaviour; we 
love movies like The Hangover and 
Hot Tub Time Machine because they 
speak to our inner idiot. TV depicts 
men as barely sentient beings who 
are forever being bailed out of tricky 
situations by all knowing, smirking 
women. We can't beat women at any- 
thing anymore — except mixed mar- 
tial arts fighting, which young men 
follow in droves. As Rosin writes in 
The End of Men: “

Guys, we're in trouble. Men are 
being relegated to the dirtiest, hot- 
test, noisiest jobs which are the first 
to go when things go bad.

Reflexology: Good Health From The Toes Up

Reflexology is a practice whereby re- 
flex points found on the hands and 
feet are stimulated, activating cor- 
responding organs, systems, glands 
or body parts in turn. In the practice 


of acupuncture, the lines of vital en- 
ergy that run throughout the body 
are referred to as “meridians”, while 
in the practice of reflexology, these 
are known as 
tices discern that illness or “disease” 
is caused by congestion in these vi- 
tal energy lines, and both indicate 
similar treatment to rid the body of 
such congestion: stimulating various 


“zones”. Both prac- 


points along the energy lines. Reflex- 
ology, in particular, focuses on reflex 
areas, that could also be thought of as 
portions of the meridians, as found 
on the feet and hands, and stimu- 
lates these points by exact massage 
techniques. By relieving the body of 
congestion through the practice of 
reflexology, energy is able to flow

practice of reflexology as we know 
it today. According to Zone Theory, 
pressure applied to zones that corre- 
spond to particular parts of the body 
works to relieve pain. Another Amer- 
ican doctor, Dr. Shelby Riley, worked 
jointly with Dr. Fitzgerald to further 
develop the concepts of Zone Theo- 
ry. The exact practice of reflexology 
was established by a physical thera- 


pist, Eunice D 
closely with Dr. Riley. In 1938, Ing-

There's nothing new about the idea 
of this city being at a crossroads - it’s 
a cliché to suggest anything of the 
sort.

ECLIPSE MAY WELL ECLIPSE THE FIRST 
TWO MOVIES IN QUALITY, AND ACTRESS 
NIKKI REED TELLS US WHY.

By this point, the Twilight series knows no 
introduction. You are already reading this ar- . 


ticle because you know of it, or you've already 
skipped over it for the same reason. 

Over and over, well before having the oppor- 
tunity to interview Nikla Reed, we have heard 
that this third installment in the film series, 
Twilight: Eclipse, is a fresh departure. 

Nikki agrees: “My experience while making 
the film and promoting it has been total 180, 
a very different situation for me. | was much 
more involved. They kept me there from start 
to finish: on my call sheet | actually had more 
days on than Rob [Pattinson], which was sort 
of funny.” 

One of the biggest changes in Eclipse is the 
electrified action sequences. According to Nik- 
ki, preparing for these “was very physically de- 
manding. We stepped off the airplane and were 
given a schedule. It said, ‘bring tennis shoes to 
rehearsal’ and we were like, ok cool, and actu- 
ally the training turned out to be in this broken 
down, freezing warehouse in the outskirts of 
town. 
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“That warehouse became our home for the 
next seven weeks of training, every morning at 
7AM. We had no idea. We all knew the scripts, 
we all knew what might have to happen, but we 
just assumed it would be like every other movie 
and we'd just show up and there would be a 
bunch of stunt doubles. We weren't expecting 
it to be like this. We had a whole crew of people 
that trained us to feel like we were professional 
athletes.” 

David Slade, who directed his first Twilight 
in Eclipse, “definitely had his own approach,” 
Nikki says. “He really came to the table with a 
very intense vision, and it was his own. He also 
took individual meetings with us constantly. 
Which, if you think about the size of the cast, 
25 actors in this movie, is pretty amazing. He 
opened up my mind to ideas about the whole 
series, and about Rosalie, that I'd never even 
thought of and I’m the kind of actor that needs 
that, and I didn’t even know how much until he 
gave it to me.” 

And what about Rosalie Hale, the character 
Reed plays in the series? “Rosalie is very mis- 
understood. I would describe her as the most 
loyal in the family, and also the most maternal 
and protective. And also the most ferocious. | 
think her attitude is a form of compensation 
A lot of people receive her as being really envi- 


ous and jealous and insecure. | definitely think 


there’s an envy there, because Bella has a life, 
but I don’t think she’s unhappy with who she is 
as a person or regrets anything in her past life. 
I think she just wants that back, and there’s an 
inevitable frustration there. 

“T didn’t feel this way about Eclipse, but cer- 
tainly shooting Twilight and New Moon | felt 
really responsible for how Rosalie was going 
to be received by people who hadn't read the 
novels.” 

With the Twilight movies, Reed says, it is 
always important in preparing “to go back to 
your manuals, the books. We're given so much 
information in there and although Melissa 
does a fantastic job of translating in some cases 
1,000 pages and condensing them, I think it’s 
really important as an actor to feel you’ve gone 
through yourself and made sure. 

So, what does Nikki think viewers will get 
from Eclipse that they didn't from the first two 
films? “There's this heightened love triangle 
that's becoming more and more intense and ex- 
plosive. There's more action, so men will natu- 
rally be more drawn to it 

“And there's also this additional history: even 
though it's only my back story and Jasper's back 
story, | feel like it adds a depth to the whole 
family. You start to realize the darker side of the 
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whole situation with the Cullen family. 1 mean, 
on the one hand we are a very happy, function 
ing family and we try to be normal, but on the 
other hand you realize that not all these char- 
acters are happy characters. It brings up ques- 
tions like ‘Why did Carlyle do what he did, and 
was it the right thing to do, and he struggled 
with that on a daily basis and you start to real- 
ize where did Esme come from and is she really 
happy ... it gives it another layer.” 

Having worked with this material so long, 
why does Nikki think Twilight is so popular? 
“I think we all like to live in fantasyland a little 
bit. These books take you there, by creating 
dynamics and relationships that are just out of 
the realm of possibility, just a bit exaggerated 
and amplified and heightened. 

“This relationship that Bella and Edward 
have, this is that first silly, naiye, ‘I’m ob- 
sessed with you, I can't live without you, I don't 
want to spend one second breathing ‘if you're 
not with me’, that feeling that we all have -- 
but it only happens once. And you can’t rec- 
reate it, and you can’t define it, and once you 
realize that first love is not going to be your 
love forever, you never step into the next one 
with the same ‘I’m just going to dive in head 
first’ feeling. | think people are really drawn to 
that.”

JOURNEY FROM ZANSKAR: A MONK’S VOW TO 
CHILDREN 

Metro Cinema, July 15-17, 7PM and 9PM

For veteran documentarian Freder- 
ick Marx (Hoop Dreams), the road to 
completing his project Journey From 


| Zanskar was at least as arduous as 


the path physically travelled by the 
monks who tasked themselves with 
saving this remote community's chil- 
dren from intellectual and material 
poverty. 

Zanskar is the last remaining Ti- 
betan Buddhist society with a con- 
tinuous untainted lineage dating 
back 1,000s of years. 

Marx’ original plan was to docu- 


| ment the long-awaited visit of Tenzin 


Choegyal (the Dalai Lama's younger 
brother) to ancient Tibetan Bud- 
dhist monasteries there. But TC, as 
he's commonly known, unexpectedly 
cancelled. 

On the tip of India, ringed by high 
Himalayan mountains, the Pakistan 
army, and a closed Chinese Tibetan 
border, Zanskar’s remoteness has 
ensured the preservation of the old 
ways there — but not for much lon- 
ger: in the next five years, a road con- 
necting Zanskar with the rest of In- 
dia will be finished; the route which 
previously took up to two days by car 
will take only 4-5 hours. 

Having arrived at the Stongdey 


| Monastery looking for a story, Marx 


met Gershe Yonten, a monk tasked 
by the Dalai Lama with saving Zan- 
skar’s culture through its children. 
His plan is to lead a group of poor 


— | Zanskari children, ages four to 12, to 


“i , 


Tibetan schools in Manali, a popular 
Himalayan tourist stop in the Hi- 
machal Pradesh province and home 
of several Buddhist monasteries. 
There they can get schooling in their 
heritage that’s impossible in Zanskar 
(the state schools that exist there 
teach Urdu, Hindi, and English). But 
the route to Manali is treacherous: 
it involves crossing the 17,400-foot 
Shinku Pass, through mountains and 
across glaciers. And, they set out too 


late in the season; after many days of 


trudging, battling altitude sickness, 
rock slides and cold temperatures, 
even the yaks agree they must turn 
back. Gershe has to come up with 
Plan B. 

It's clear from the footage that the 
film makers’ story is also the monks’ 
and children’s. And having endured 
all this, Marx and his team still had 
to go back and edit what they'd 
documented, with all the dialog in 
Zanskari, a language with only a

handful of speakers worldwide who 
also speak English, and therefore are 
even hypothetically capable of trans 
lating the footage. 

While the movie in different hands 
could have come across as more 
action-packed, Marx nevertheless 
succeeds in compelling viewers to 
care about not only the outcome of 
this particular journey, but about the 
fate of Zanskari culture. This story is 
the plight of Buddhism in Tibet writ 
small, and it absorbingly illustrates 
the challenges involved in preserving 
what's left of this unique culture. 

Marx does a great job of making us 
care about the outcome of the jour- 
ney. The stakes, both culturally and 
practically, are high - the conflicted 
emotions of the hopeful parents, 
who may not see their children for 
years, are keenly felt. Through this 
small story, Journey from Zanskar 
illuminates the challenge of preserv- 
ing what's left of Tibetan culture.

ove or hate. It’s the excellent cast of 
this movie that takes their new effort 
to a new level. 

This is the first big studio film for 
the brothers, who helped define the 


no-budget, improy-driven “mum- | 
blecore” esthetic in films like The | 


Puffy Chair and Baghead. In the 


end Cyrus is a sweet tale about love, | 


friendship, and family. If this sounds 
like something you've seen a hundred 
times before, it sort of is. Here, the 
writing, direction, and performances 
make a world of difference. 

Jonah Hill uses his creepy side to 
excellent effect here as Cyrus, the 
22-year-old synthrock composing 
son of fetching single mom Molly, 
played by Marissa Tomei. Cyrus still 
lives at home and has an altogether 
too protective attitude toward his 
mother, chasing away any and all her 
potential suitors. 

For her part, Tomei makes Molly's 
bond with Cyrus intense, without 
crossing the border into something 
‘incestuous. Without her hitting the 
night notes, the film could devolve 
quickly into a sick joke, or an audi- 
ence-alienating exercise in deadpan 
comedic shock. 

John C, Reily stars as John, a lone- 
ly, middle-aged guy who, as the film 
opens, gets dragged to a party by his 
remarried ex-wife (played by Cath- 
erine Keener) who remains his best 
friend. There are few actors who can 
embody a well-meaning everyman 
like Reilly. John is a schlump, but his 
essential sweetness is never far from 
the surface — you never question

But it is Hill who truly makes the 
film in the title role. With his thick 
neck and big eyes, he looks like an 
overgrown baby — a situation that 
definitely keeps any sexual tension 
between Hill and Tomei from ever 
building.

LILY FAWN BRINGS HER DARK

When Victoria-based musician Lily 
Fawn debuts songs from her solo al- 
bum Lily's Lullaby Album - Bright- 
est, Darkest at The ARTery this Fri- 
day, look past the deer antlers atop 
her head. They're not some cutesy 
affectation, but a clear nod to the 
influence of lowbrow artists like Liz 
McGrath and Mark Ryden on Fawn’s 
costuming, set design and art direc- 
ion choices. 

Lily Fawn isn’t simply a femme 
fatale in woodland folk drag. Fawn 
is the half-girl, half-deer portion of 
vaudeville rock/post-apocalyptic 
gospel grunge/comic book songster 
duo Hank & Lily. 

Her solo tour is a sister project to 
Hank & Lily, but also a clear depar- 
ture, offering an evening of slow, 
dreamy and dark fairy tale music, 
with Twin Peaks-y ballads and the 
musical saw playing this side of Mar- 
lene Dietrich. It will be a more psy- 
chedelic set than the one performed 
at New City two weeks ago when 
Fawn was in town with partner Hank 
Pine. Fawn describes the sound for 
her upcoming show as Godspeed You 
Black Emperor meets Joanna News- 
om, adding that “it's really a chance 
for us to show our individual person-

alities and how different we are. | 
have more of a dark pixie-Bjork style 
and Hank has more of an old country 
gospel thing going on.” 

Fawn is also storyteller, graphic 
novelist, and musician in her own 
right, who came to music through 
art. “When I was 15 and 16 I used to 
write my own comic books, called 
Huge Dead Animal. The little comic 
book I wrote was called Varmint 


comics, it was about a little girl who 
was a nanny who used to babysit rats. 
She had them in her hair, and in her 
pockets. All the stories that we create 
are based off of some real life experi- 
ence. I did have pet rats when I was 
little and I did take them to school. | 
had pen pals all over the world with 
other boys and girls who were mak- 
ing their own comic books”. 

Fawn and Pine have collaborated 
on the Hank and Lily project through 
comic books and albums since 2005, 
but the upcoming Brightest, Darkest 
tour explores Lily’s life before Hank. 
Fawn says the Brightest, Darkest tour 
is special “because it has no Hank in 
it. I did all of the projects, the art and 
the design, by myself. And he's not 
part of it, of course, because it takes 


place before Lily meets Hank” 


The connection between the cre- | 
ative partners is rare, and one that 


Lily Fawn is happy to talk about: 


“Can you imagine finding some guy 
who loves comic books the way I do | 
and wants to dress up in costumes | 
and talk about decorating the stage? | 


This is a perfect match.” 
Five years after Hank and Lily re- 
leased their first album as a sound- 


track for the characters in their com- 
ic books, the project has waded into 
short films, hard cover comics, vi- 
sual art collections, song books and, 
of course, live shows. “We love art so 
much. We have all these ideas and we 
want to put them all together in this 
live multimedia performance of mu- 
sic and art and storytelling. Finding 
a venue that lends itself to that and 
putting it all together with a budget 
of zero gets really tricky. I can’t see 
the comic book without the music 
and I can't see the comic book with- 
out the music, so it must be done.” 
Lily Fawn plays Jasper, Edmonton, 
Fort McLeod and Nelson.

With the enormous at-first-glance 
success of the inaugural SOS Fest 
last weekend, Edmonton is continu- 
ing to build on the Festival City trend, 
which, lucky for all of us, will carry 
on throughout this historic summer. 
Other than record rainfall, our city’s 
summer has a lot to offer, we all 
have our own favourite events, and 
one relatively new downtown party 
wants a piece of the pie. 

“Tt actually started four years ago, 
kind of jumping on the festival train, 
but there was nothing based on mu- 
sic that is specifically downtown,” 
says Sarah Doroshenko, of Oil City 
Hospitality. “So it's a community 
initiative to bring some of the festi- 
val action into the downtown core. 
Our organization has been working 
with revitalizing downtown. Instead 
of only Whyte Ave., now people can 
come back downtown again.” 

The two week Downtown Party 
Tent, which started Wednesday, July 
14, kicked off with Kevin Dillon, €n- 
tourage’s token fall-guy aka ‘Johnny 
Drama’, hosting as Las Vegas’ resi- 
dent DJ Vice spun. 

Hip hop heavy hitter, and half of 
Outkast, Big Boi, celebrating his new 
solo foray, Sir Lucious Left Foot: The 
Son of Chico Dusty, will perform 
on Thursday. Other highlights of 
the two week tent event include DJ 
JFK (of MSTRKRFT and DFA 1979

fame,) the seemingly ever-present 
USS, along with a serious throwback 
episode hosted by ‘It Kid’, Drake, 
featuring Maestro Fresh-Wes, C&C 
Music Factory and Young MC. 

For as premier and seemingly 
eclectic as the artists featured in the 
tent are, the event's mainstage draw 
itself is but a characteristic of the 
total experience. Like all of Edmon- 
ton’s beautiful festivals, the people 
are rewarded in more ways than the 
show itself. 

“It helps create a positive image 
around the downtown core [which 
has been recently noted for having 
violence and general drama.] I think 
everyone sees the potential of how 
it can help downtown community,” 
says Doroshenko. 

“People can make a day of it — go 
to the farmers market, check out 
the downtown, independent shops 
and stop by the tent for some great 
entertainment. And because it's two 
weeks, everyone can make it down.” 

Perhaps a bit under-appreciated 
and under promoted to some before, 
the Downtown Party Tent has built 
something to add to summertime 
in the city, Doroshenko explains 
There's a crossover appeal because 
of many of the artists involved, and 
Doroshenko’s pride for Edmonton is 
clear. 

“We definitely want to create a 
reputation for ourselves as being a 
contributor to Edmonton as Festi- 
val City. In terms of music festivals 
downtown, there isn’t any. We just 
saw SOS Fest on Whyte Ave., there's 
the always-great folk festival and jazz 
festival, but nothing musically based 
is centrally located in the core. And 
that’s something that we'd really like 
to put on the map,” says Doroshen- 
ko. “Hey, downtown is vibrant - we 
have arts and culture here too!’”

Stranger Than Fiction 


FRESH DOCUMENTARY

Save for the opening scene, and 
the other fictional ‘flashbacks’ which 
awkwardly pop up throughout, The 
Doors documentary, When You're 
Strange, starts off with a hippie bang. 
Vintage images of JFK, Vietnam and, 
more importantly to this particular 
film/band, peace-waving video of 
the very counter culture that paved 
the flower garden for The Doors is 
narrated over by a very passionate

much as Depp's narration, and, with 
this, Morrison's sinewy image is 
pressed further into rock and roll’s 
frontman-centric psyche. I suppose 
we can all see the appeal of Morrison 
and his historically tripped out ways 
and, I suppose, in many ways Mor- 
rison is the ultimate rock frontman: 
confident, brash, misunderstood, 
wild, uninterested, and continuously 
on ‘five sheets of high-powered blot- 
ter acid, a salt shaker half full of co- 
caine, and a whole galaxy of multi- 
colored uppers, downers, screamers, 
laughers’..-you get the idea. How- 
ever, the concentration on Morrison 
as aman and an icon leaves the other 
members in the dark and creates the 
illusion where it becomes more about 
an image, and less about the entire 





wonder what exactly they were up 
to in their youthful days). Like, for 
instance, the classic Ed Sullivan ap- 
pearance where the famous host re- 
quested that Morrison not mention 
how he and a now legendary female 
couldn't get much higher. 

When You’re Strange is an absolute 
must for fans of the ‘frenzied trapeze 
artist,’ Jim Morrison first, Doors fans 
second and third, anyone who cannot 
get enough of rock history. As the 
pulses of Ray Manzarek’s stunning 
keyboard work (especially the way he 
created a bassline in their songs), the 
insanely jazz-inspired drums of John 
Densmore, and the fuzzy guitar work 
of Robby Krieger float through the 
film, you're reminded of just how re- 
markable the support of Morisson’s

and amusingly sedate, Johnny Depp. 
As Depp describes the scene of the 
1960's with lively detail, we are swept 
away into an era of young generation

And like anything you'll read or 
watch about the band, Jim Mor- 
rison is the absolute, colourful fo- 
cus of the film, which is ultimately 


a tad discouraging. His mysterious 
off-stage words are heard nearly as

to Universal Frequencies. Shaikh 
has come to appreciate water's mys- 
tical properties, like its capacity for 
transformation and healing, the pos 
sibility of offering it our prayers and 
maybe even the need for us to beg its 
forgiveness. 

The devastation being caused in 
the Gulf Coast by the BP spill is just 
the latest tragic salvo, he says, in our

“T hope this disaster can really help 
us focus our energy on returning our 
planet to more natural systems of 
regulation and respect,” says Shaikh 
“Hopefully, we can start creating the 
world we want to live in.” 

Having said that, Shaikh says ev 
eryone’s entitled to cut loose once in 
a while. And being as Alberta win 
ters are so damnably cold, we really 
owe it to ourselves to make the most 
of the summer. 

“With the planet in such dark 
times, it's increasingly important to 
celebrate the positive ways we inter- 
act with each other,” he says. “I also 
find that a good stomp to some heavy 
music allows you to burn off the stuff 
that can accumulate by living in the 
21st Century.”

That a book like this exists shows 
how far comics have come. 

“How comics got to be a hot topic - 
to...Oscar voters, Guggenheim com- 
mittees, public librarians stocking 
comics sections, major book-review 
outlets, and on their own New York 
Times best-seller list - is what this 
book is about,” writes editor Ben 
Schwartz in his introduction. 

Indeed, The Best American Com- 
ics Criticism provides indirectly pro- 
vides an overview of the medium’s 
history. Just as valuably, however, it 
presents nothing less than a wide- 
ranging discussion by both comics 
and non-comics writers of just what 
comics are, how they work, and what 
they can do, 

That comics are — or at least can 
be — a serious medium should be evi- 
denced by the quality of the writing. 
This is thoughtful (even while some- 
times flip) criticism by people who 
clearly revere the art form. 

Let's consider just a few of the ma- 
jor ideas examined. With regards to 
Schwartz's introductory remarks: 
one of the major questions raised is 
just how comics first got cut off from 
the mainstream. 

Brian Doherty, in a 2001 article 
from Reason magazine, cites the 
growth of the comic book specialty 
shop. This reinforced the notion of 
comics as “marginal” and created a 
‘subcultural insularity” among com- 
ics fans — limiting accessibility for 
new readers. 

Cartoonist Peter Bagge, in his es- 
Say Spider-Man Sucks, laments that 
Marvel's emphasis on longer, seri- 
alized storylines actually got there 
lirst, by getting readers far too deeply 
'nvested in their alternate universes. 
The result? A “huge separation... 
between dedicated superhero comic 
‘ans and the rest of society.” 


Just as fascinating are the elabora- 


hons on comics grammar. Celebrated

Canadian cartoonist Chester Brown, 


author of Louis Riel: A Comic-Strip | 


Biography, notes that whenever he 
reads a book, he's thinking on some 
level about how it would work as a 
comic. 

How does one adapt material to 
work in comics format? According 
to alternative comics titan Daniel 
Clowes, creator of Eightball 
Ghost World, it's “a very intuitive 
process.” He says he’s realized it 
would take as much work to translate 
some of his unproduced screenplays 


and 


into comics, as it would to just start 
from scratch. 

What makes a comic a comic is too 
large a question to get into, but Will 


Eisner shares some valuable insight | 
into what comics can't do so well. | 


Like dealing with time, for instance 
— although an artist can impressive- 
ly use four pages to introduce a char- 
acter walking out of the rain, because 
comics can actually slow time down. 

Comics also have to merely suggest 
motion - although they can simulta- 
neously exaggerate it. And when a 
character needs to speak, there’s no 
way around the word balloon, which 
Eisner laments may be the one thing 
above all that turns adult readers 
away. 

There's so, so much else. This is 
such a rich source of ideas, with so 
many great talents speaking in their 
own voices. If you really want to un- 
derstand (and hopefully gain a better 
appreciation of) comics, The Best 
American Comics Criticism is an 
ideal enabler.

For the better part of the year, artists tend 


| to labour behind closed doors, transmuting 


taw materials into objects of beauty and 
leaving their creative processes subject to 
the imagination. 

But for the 15th summer in a row, 350 
creative individuals will congregate en plein 
air over 17 blocks for the Whyte Avenue Art 
Walk, bringing not only their works, but their 
Ccanvasses, paintboxes and techniques to the 
streets for an exhibition of local fine arts that 
just won't stop growing. 

With so much art on display, the Art Walk 
is an ideal time to shop for work by both 
emerging and established local artists. But 
there's more to the event than commerce, 
says Art Walk executive director Kim Fjord- 
botten of The Paint Spot. 

“What we want to have is people painting, 
drawing outdoors so people can get educat- 


edon how art is made,” she explains. “There's 
enough places where people can see art ona 
wall but being able to interact with the art- 
ist is the thing. Artists are shy, and | think the 
public is shy, so if you see people doing work 
you can peek over their shoulder and sneak 
a peek into their box of art materials, it's a 
great conversation starter. |t really bridges 
the gap between artist and viewer in an in- 
timate way.” 

Every participating artist will be creat- 
ing on-site. It's an incredible opportunity for 
viewers to see the different technical and 
creative processes that go into making art- 
work, and to get inspired. 

“If you're interested in starting art, it's a 
lovely place to get a visual feast of all the 
different ways you can do things: painting, 
drawing, pastel, watercolour, sculpture. Not 
only styles and materials but how people see 
things. For example, take the topic of land- 
scapes. It can be abstract landscapes, at- 
mospheric landscapes, realistic landscapes, 
inner psyche landscapes. It's really neat to 
see how different people interpret the same 
subject,” Fjordbotten says. 

The Art Walk’s unjuried selection process 
ensures an infinite variety of style and sub- 
ject matter will line the streets and parks of 


Old Strathcona. Fresh university grads, recent 
immigrants and self-taught beginners will 
exhibit alongside veterans and professionals, 
offering ample opportunities for networking, 
connecting, scouting, shopping, and simply 
observing art in the making 

There's certainly a lot to see this year. From 
humble origins with just 35. artists, concen- 
trated on Whyte its first year, the Art Walk 
has exploded into an event that tapers ba- 
nana-style from 100 St. to 108 St. in varying 
degrees of depth along the avenue. 

“We call the Art Walk ‘the Grand Prom- 
enade,” says Fjordbotten, and offers a 
convenient suggestion. “What's nice about 
expanding that far [along Whyte Ave] is 
you can find great parking in the neighbour- 
hoods. Park and then walk the whole event: 
Start on the south side in the shade and end 
up on the north side, meander through the 
parks and then back.” 

Sounds like a lovely 15th anniversary amble 
if there ever was one, but Fjordbotten makes 
no fuss about the Art Walk’s longevity, noting 
simply that the event has matured with age. 

“We're not coming in with a lot of fanfare. | 
think if anything we've just streamlined what 
we do to be really about sharing the art pro- 


cess.
